The foundation has concentrated grant proposals on educational matters, with an 
emphasis in disciplines from the social sciences and humanities such as economics, 
philosophy, international affairs, and government/politics. To the extent possible support is 
directed to designate graduate students, scholars, and research principals. 


The maximum term of any appropriation is 12 months. Requests for general operating support 
are discouraged, and endowment and building programs are not assisted. 


H.B. Earhart Fellowships are awarded to move talented individuals through graduate study in 
optimum time to embark upon careers in college or university teaching or research. Recipients 
are nominated by selected faculty sponsors who monitor their performance. Direct applications 
are not accepted. 


Fellowship Research Grants are awarded upon direct application to the foundation. Such 
persons must be associated or affiliated with educational or research institutions and the effort 
supported should lead to the advancement of knowledge through teaching, lecturing and 
publication. The application must include (1) curriculum vitae, (2) a full description of the 
proposed research- 3 to 5 pages in length, (3) an abstract of approximately one page (single- 
spaced), (4) the intended end use or publication, (5) a budget and time schedule, (6) a list of 
five references with addresses, and (7) a statement about applications elsewhere. Proposals 
should be submitted at least 120 days before commencement of the projected work period. 


Grants are occasionally made to “publicly supported” educationa! and research organizations 
legally qualified for private foundation support. Specific projects or activities are usually 
identified for support and frequently the grant also will designate a person named in the 
application to execute or monitor the activity. Most grants are approved late in each calendar 
year. Written inquiries are preferable before a formal submission. 


Spending related resolution to be considered by the Board of Trustees 


11 April 2005 


Pursuant to the amended By-Laws of the Foundation approved by the Members of 
the Corporation of Earhart Foundation on 30 December 2004, the Trustees are permitted 
to lift restrictions on all Foundation’s assets for the use of Foundation-related 
transactions. Such measures will permit the Trustees to pursue action approved by the 
Members in June, 2003 to end the corporate life of the Foundation by 31 December 2015. 
To enable this process, the Trustees are requested by the President to consider and 
approve the following resolution permitting the lifting of all spending restrictions on the 
Foundation’s assets and authorizing the President to take appropriate action to 


consolidate the Foundation’s bank accounts to create only one unrestricted account: 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the President is authorized to take appropriate action to 
release restrictions on all Foundation’s assets and accounts, thereby adopting unrestricted 
status on all Foundation holdings effective 11 April 2005; be it further resolved that such 
action is in compliance with the Trustees’ intent as approved by the Members on 30 
December 2004 to release all restrictions on the Foundation’s holdings, which, in turn, is 


in accordance with the June 2003 decision of the Members to conclude the corporate life 


of the Foundation by 31 December 2015. 


BY-LAWS OF EARHART FOUNDATION 


as of 30 December 2004 


ARTICLE I 


Membership 


Membership in this corporation shall consist of such persons, in addition to the 
incorporators, as may be chosen for membership from time to time by the affirmative 
vote of all surviving members. 


ARTICLE II 


Trustees 


1. Subject to the limitations in the articles of incorporation and by-laws, 
management of the property and affairs of this corporation shall be 
in the Board of Trustees, which shall consist of not less than three or 
more than nine persons, none of whom need be a member of the 
corporation. Election of Trustees who are not incorporators shall be 
at the annual meeting by a majority vote of the Members of the 
corporation. Any incorporator, not having resigned as Trustee, shall 
serve as Trustee without re-election so long as he or she shall desire. 
A Trustee may resign or may be removed from office by the vote of 
two-thirds of the Members of the corporation. Except in the event of 
resignation or removal, each elected Trustee shall serve for one year 
and until his or her successor shall be elected and shall qualify. 
Vacancies in the Board of Trustees shall be filled by the remaining 
members of the Board of Trustees, and each person so elected shall 
be a Trustee until his successor is elected by the Members, who may 
make such election at the next annual meeting of Members or at any 
special meeting thereof duly called for the purpose. 


2. The Trustees of this corporation shall cause a true statement of the 
operations and properties of the corporation for the preceding fiscal 
year ending December 31 to be made in writing and to be 
communicated or distributed to each Member of the corporation 
within three months after the end of the preceding fiscal year. 


Officers 


1. 


The Members mav, to honor a retired Trustee's service to the 
corporation, elect one or more of such individuals to the position of 
Trustee Emeritus, such individuals being entitled to receive notices, 
agendas, and minutes of meetings of the Board of Trustees and to 
attend such meetings without vote. All Trustee Emeriti shall serve 
without compensation. 


Whenever the President of the corporation is not also a Trustee, 
he/she shall serve ex officio on the Board of Trustees, shall receive 
notices, agendas and minutes of meetings of the Board of Trustees, 
and shall attend all meetings of the Board, without vote. 


ARTICLE III 


The Officers of this corporation shall be a Chairman of the Board, a 
Vice-Chairman of the Board, a President, a Vice-President, a 
Secretary and a Treasurer. The Board of Trustees may in its 
discretion elect one or more additional Vice-Presidents, one or more 
Assistant Secretaries, and one or more Assistant Treasurers. All 
Officers shall be elected annually by ballot of the Trustees. No one 
of said Officers, except the Chairman of the Board and the Vice- 
Chairman of the Board, need be a Trustee. Any of the above offices 
may be held by the same person, except that the same person may 
not hold the offices of Chairman and Vice-Chairman or the offices of 
President and Vice-President. Any Officer may be removed with or 
without cause by the vote of two-thirds of the Trustees then in office 
at any regular or special meeting of the Board of Trustees. 


The Chairman of the Board, or, in his/her absence, the Vice- 
Chairman of the Board shall preside at meetings of the Trustees and 
Members. In the absence or disability of the Chairman, the Vice- 
Chairman shall have all the powers and perform all the duties of that 
office. 


The President shall, in the absence, or disability of both the 
Chairman and the Vice-Chairman, preside at meetings of the 
Trustees and Members and have all the powers and perform all the 
duties of those offices. The President shall have such other powers, 
duties and responsibilities as shall be assigned to that office by the 
Board of Trustees. The Vice-Presidents who are Trustees, in order 
of seniority of service if more than one is available, shall, in the 
absence or disability of the President, have all the powers and 
perform all the duties of that office. 


4. The Treasurer shall have custody of, and be responsible for all 
moneys, and securities of the corporation, shall keep full and 
accurate records and accounts in books belonging to the corporation, 
showing the transactions thereof, its accounts, liabilities, and 
financial condition. He/she shall make a full report of the financial 
condition at the annual meeting of its Members and shall make such 
other reports and statements as may be required by the Trustees. The 
Treasurer shall sign or endorse as may be necessary all bills, notes, 
checks, contracts, stock certificates, and other instruments pertaining 
to the ordinary course of the corporate business. The Board of 
Trustees may, however, by resolution direct a different method of 
execution and signature. 


5. The Assistant Treasurer, in the absence, disability or refusal to act of 
the Treasurer, shall possess all the powers and perform all the duties 
of that Officer. 


6. The Secretary shall keep full minutes of the meetings of the Trustees 
and Members and shall issue all calls for meetings, and shall have 
charge of the seal of the corporation and affix same to all 
instruments and documents requiring same. 


7. The Assistant Secretary, in the absence, disability or refusal to act of 
the Secretary, shall possess all the powers and perform all of the 
duties of that Officer. 


8. The Trustees, to honor a past President’s service to the corporation, 
may elect that individual to the position of President Emeritus. The 
President Emeritus shall serve without compensation. 


ARTICLE IV 


Meetings of Members and Trustees 


1. 


Seal 


The corporate seal of the corporation shall consist of two concentric circles, 
between which shall appear the words “EARHART FOUNDATION,” and such seal as is 
impressed upon the margin hereof is adopted as the corporate seal of the corporation. 


The annual meeting of the Members shall be held in April of each 
year on such convenient date and at such convenient time and place, 
within or without the State, as shall be designated by the Chairman 
of the Board or the President. If for any reason the annual meeting 
shall not be held during such month, it may be held at any time 
thereafter, or as part of any special meeting of Members. Special 
meetings of Members may in like manner be held at any time, 
pursuant to call signed by the Chairman of the Board, the President 
or Secretary or by two Members. Calls for special meetings shall 
specifically state the time, place and object thereof. Written notice 
of each annual meeting or special meeting of Members, stating the 
time and place, and in case of special meetings the object thereof, 
shall be made by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary or any one of 
the two Members who may issue the call, postage prepaid, to the last 
known post office address of each Member as the same appears on 
the corporate records, or may be delivered personally to each 
Member at least ten (10) and nor more than sixty (60) days before 
the date of such meeting, unless notice of said meeting is waived in 
writing by all of the Members of the corporation. At such meetings 
each Member shall be entitled to one vote, in person or by proxy. A 
majority of the Members of the corporation shall be necessary to 
constitute a quorum at all meetings. 


Meetings of the Board of Trustees may be held at any time at such 
place as the Trustees may determine on written call of the Chairman 
of the Board, the President or Secretary of any two (2) Members of 
the Board, or may be held at any time and place without notice by 
unanimous consent. The Secretary shall notify each Trustee of all 
meetings, except those held by unanimous consent, by mailing to 
each Trustee’s last known address, or delivering personally to each 
Trustee, at least twenty-four (24) hours before any such meeting 
written or printed notice giving the time, place and object thereof. A 
majority of the Trustees shall constitute a quorum.

ARTICLE VI 


Indemnification 


1. 


Each person who is or was a Trustee, Officer, or Member of a 
committee of the corporation shall be indemnified by the corporation 
to the fullest extent permitted by the laws of the State of Michigan as 
they may be in effect from time to time. The corporation may 
purchase and maintain insurance on behalf of any such person 
against any liability asserted against and incurred by such person in 
any such capacity or arising out of his status as such, whether or not 
the corporation would have power to indemnify such person against 
such liability under the preceding sentence. The corporation may, to 
the extent authorized from time to time by the Board, grant rights to 
indemnification to any employee or agent of the corporation to the 
fullest extent provided under the laws of the State of Michigan as 
they may be in effect from time to time. 


The indemnification provided for herein shal] inure to the benefit of, 
and the insurance authorized herein may cover, the heirs, executors, 
administrators and personal representative of any such Trustee, 
Officer, Employee or Agent of the corporation. 


ARTICLE VII 


Amendments 


These by-laws may be amended, repealed or altered, in whole or in part, and new 
by-laws added, at any annual or special meeting of Members; provided, in any instance, 
that the language of such proposed change has been included in the call of the meeting. 


MINUTES OF SPECIAL MEETING 
OF MEMBERS OF 
EARHART FOUNDATION 


30 December 2004 


Pursuant to Notice and to Waiver of Notice, a Special Meeting of the Members of 
Earhart Foundation was called to order in the Foundation's office on 30 December, 2004 
at 2:00 p.m. EST. Present in person was David B. Kennedy. Present by Proxy (to Mr. 
Kennedy) were Patricia Earhart, Philip E. Guiles, Cecily E. Horton, and Ann K. Irish. 
Constance O. van Eeghen was not present either in person or by proxy, but had conveyed 
her wishes by phone, by fax, and in writing to both Mr. Kennedy and to Ingrid Gregg, 
President of the Foundation. Ms. Gregg was present at the meeting by phone. Mr. 
Kennedy acted as Chairman of the meeting and declared that a quorum was present. 


The purpose of the meeting, as stated in the Notice of Special Meeting, was to 
vote on a proposal to amend the By-Laws of the corporation “to delete in its entirety 
Section 2 of Article II” of the By-Laws, which section presently reads as follows: 


“2. The Board of Trustees shall not in any one year 
spend from capital of the corporation, or proceeds 
therefrom (not including income), in excess of five per 
cent thereof.” 


As further stated in the Notice of Special Meeting, “the purpose of deleting the 
above language is to permit the Foundation to embark upon its program of spending 
down the assets of the Foundation over the coming years, in an orderly manner, in 
accordance with the planned phase-out of the Foundation’s corporate existence by the 
end of the year 2015.” This plan was agreed upon between the Members and Trustees at 
their respective meetings in June of 2003. 


The Chairman noted that the attorneys for the Foundation have provided a formal 
legal opinion dated 15 December 2004 (a copy of which is attached to the original of 
these minutes) authorizing the Members to take the proposed action if they so choose. 
The proposal to amend the By-Laws by deleting in its entirety Section 2 of Article II of 
those By-Laws now having been moved and seconded, the Chairman called for a vote on 
the proposal. All five votes of those Members present in person or by proxy were cast in 
favor of the proposal to amend. Ms. van Eeghen, at her request, was noted as abstaining 
from the decision. The Chairman stated that no notes having been cast opposing the 
amendment, and that a majority of five votes (of a total of six) having been cast 
supporting the amendment, with Ms. van Eeghen’s abstention having been duly noted for 
the record, the amendment, therefore, had carried by the required majority of all 
Members, and that Section 2 of Article II of the By-Laws of the corporation was deleted 
in its entirety, with the remaining 3 sections of Article II being renumbered accordingly. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, the meeting was 
adjourned at 2:05 p.m. EST.
